Schleslnger's current pride is Porky, 


a pig that stutters. 


"I discovered Porky two year* ago," 


he said. "We had a picture about a 
schoolroom, and the pupils were a cat, 
a turtle, an owl, and all sorts of ani- 
mals, including a pig. 


"Well, the,minute we saw that pig 


we knew we had something. It was 
just like spotting a promising person- 
ality among the extras or bit players 
in a regular movie. 


"So we got busy and gave Porky 


screen tests and changed him a little 
in developing his character. And now 
he" stars in 16 pictures a year, the 
'Looney Tunes'." 


A stuttering character actor does the 


Porky dialog for a recording; then the 
record is speeded up so that the voice 
is about an octave higher when it 
reaches the film. Before they: attain- 
ed acting prominence, Rochelle Hud- 
son and Jane Withers worked for 
Schlesinger, dubbing in their voices 
for those of cartoon characters. 


The Real Actor 


Hollywood has scores of people cap- 


able of imitating voices, and the pro- 
ducer never has any trouble finding 
talent for impersonating, in sound, the 
Crosbys, Stepin Fetchits, Garbos and 
ether celebrjites whom he frequently 
satirizes in "Merry Melodies," 


If 
you saw "Coocoonut Grove" 


you'll recall that Katharine Hepburn 
was caricatured 'as a horse. • Schlesin- 
ger has heard that sh« was -delighted 
with the impudence and went to see 
the picture three times. 


In cartoon shorts, he explained, the 


animators are the real actors. They're 
the artists who sketch the action and 
expressions of the characters, and they 
work from complicated scripts, or 
charts, plotted by the directors. 


On thene charts the action of each 


scene is minutely described, and a ce-r 
tain number of "frames," or individ- 
ual pictures, is allotted for each bit of 
action, On the screen you see 24 of 
these frames a second. 


Also on the animator's chart is writ- 


ten the dialog, divided' into syllables 
and each syllable indicated for a cer- 
tain group of pictures so that the char- 
acters' lip movements will synchronize 
perfectly, as though they are actually 
speaking. 


In fact, the animators actually try to 


reproduce' the true lip movements; 
they use themselves as models, look- 
ing into mirrors to see how certain 
sounds are formed.

Nature, Etiquct, Sea Tale In New 


Books for Children

Earnest Thompson Seton in his "The 


Biography of an Arctic Fox" (Apple- 
ton-Century: ?2), has written another 
hook about the wild life he knows so. 
well. Katug, the white fox, and Liago, 
his mate, meet in the spring, dig their 
den and rear their young, then work 
and play together through the gay 
far-noith summer. 


They finally separate to try, each 


alone, to survive the long, hard win- 
ter. Defeating starvation again and 
again, Katug meets his death in an- 
other way, and gallantly. 


The beauty of Seton's prose is match- 


ed by the delicate format of the vol- 
ume—a splendid book for children to 
own. 


For very small folk, there w "Fluff," 


the Little Wild Rabbit" (Harpers: $1), 
an engaging story by Lida. Mother 
Nature had given Fluff "three gifts: 
an invisible coat, two magic ears, and 
soven-rleague boots." 
With his friend, Capucine, he leads 


a jolly life until the hunters' guns 
nearly separate them forever. But in 
the end, well, there le a polly end, too. 
It Is a big, colorful book in large print 
for easy reading.

movements'.' With a swiftness similar 
o that In our own time with which 
he Jews have been persecuted and 
larried or driven from Germany, this 
new king aroused his subjects to 
racial prejudice. 


With much the same motives and ar- 


guments as have been manifested in 
anti-Jewish movements of our own 
time, he pointed to the growing power 
of these Jewish people and the danger 
that he believed they constituted in 
the state. 


'The people of 
the 
children of 


Israel are more and mightier then we." 
There was probably no more truth in 
this assertion than there is truth in 
similar prejudicial statements con- 
cerning the Jews today. 


In the ancient time, as today, anti- 


Jewish prejudice took to itself high- 
sounding phrases and the profession 
of idealistic ends. "Let us deal wisely 
with them," said this persecuting mon- 
arch; but his wisdom consisted in en- 
slaving' the people, in setting task- 
masters over them, and in binding 
them with heavy burdens. 


The persistency and strength of the 


Jewish people, then as now, were 
manifest in their continued growth de- 
spite their oppression. Bitterness and 
hard service could not destroy the 
spirit of that people. In their distress 
and groaning also, a new spirit be- 
gan to move among them. They were 
conierned less about the' ease, and 
comfort, and wealth, that had been 
taken from them, and they were 
forced to think of higher things, of 
freedom and right and truth.

Off in 2nd Quarter 


European S p e c u 1 ai.t i o n 


Pushes Them Up in 


First Quarter 


•NEW YORK.-(/P)-Impelled in part 


by heavy European speculation, com- 
modity prices surged upward in the 
first quarter of 1937 and fell back, in 
the second, finishing the half-year at 
approximately opening levels. 


The general situation at the start of 


the year was one of light consumer in- 
ventories, unusually low world sup- 
plies and restricted production of many 
staples, running head on into rising 


industrial'and consumer demand. " 
: 


Higher quotations stemming from 


this :bullish signal were prodded into 
runaway advances in several products 
by. Britain's announcement of her re- 
armament program. 


• This attracted speculators, notably in 
London and esjpecially in metals. Cop- 
per soared to 17 cents a pound from 
the 115/8 quoted on December 31, 
1938. 'Lead boomed .to 7% cents,, a 32 
per,cent jump from the, year's open- 
ing price; tin swept from;51% to 67'A 
cents a pound. 
' The Associated Press weighted in- 
dex of 35 important wholesale'-com- 
modities climbed from 89.22. per cent 
of 1926 levels at the first'of the year 
to 98.14-on April 5, This was an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent and carried-the 
index to the. highest point reached 
since, late' 1929.

'President Roose- 
velt's warnings that metal prices had 
risen too high were credited as being 
the straw that broke the back of the 
speculative camel.
